SOME PRACTICAL THEMES FOR THE HAGUE CONGRESS, 


WE HAD hoped that the Hague Peace Conference would put an end to 

war. The conviction grows with the passing months that it will do 
nothing of the kind. Since the horrors of war fortify themselves behind 
the heroics of war, and militarism seems to be the expression of something 
in human nature that is ineradicable, we 
venture to call the attention of the Hague 
Conference to some measures that are 
practical. It is time to forego any further 
attempt to end war and ‘turn to the much 
easier task of rendering war harmless. 
We would humbly suggest the following : 
On every battle-field the soldiers get hurt 
by falling on the hard ground, or on stones, 
or logs. This is especially true of cavalry 
engagements. Why not have the nations 
agree to supply their armies with pillows? 
These would not only be useful in engage- 
ments but they would come in handy be- 
tween fights for the soldiers to rest upon. 
Next, we would re-introduce the coated 
mail of chivalry, but have it of some light metal, such as tin, so that it 
wouldn’t add much to the burden which the soldier has to carry. Further, 
the powers might agree to cushion rifle and cannon balls so that their im- 
pact would be less deadly. A cannon ball that would push its victims over 
upon the pillows already mentioned without the horrible accompaniment of 
blood and carnage would be a boon. We could never see much sense in 
the murderous shells that go to pieces as they fly. Here again we would 
suggest that these shells be made to carry a quantity of the best perfumes 
so arranged that when the shells burst the battle-field will be covered with 
sweet-smelling odors. We have been told that the nausea of a battle-field 
is largely due to the evil vapors born of battle. Our scheme of a perfumed 
shell would make battle-fields sweet and wholesome. These and many 
other equally practical measures might better consume the time and effort 
of the Peace Conference than the subjects it is now considering. Such 
measures would leave war with us as a spectacle, a profession and an aid 
to fiction and yet rid it of those things which make it shocking to sensitive 
nerves.
